Informed sources said that,

Michael J. Quill, president of 
the Transport Workers Union, 
warned members not to leave 
their jobs. A dispute for juris- 
dictional recognition between 
the Quill union and the M.B.A. 
is the basis for the motormen’s

The M.B.A. claims to repre- 
sent 2600 of the subway lines’ 
3167 motormen. The T.W.U 
claims to represent a majority

A walkout {In sympathy with 
the striking motormen was an- 
neunced at noon by the Signal 
Electricians Benevolent Asso- 
ciation, which represents 400 
of the 900 signal maintenance 
men in the subway system.

How is he going to take care of 
the “little man’’?. One of his plans 
is to reduce property taxes and in- 
crease among other things, publie 
utility taxes. How can any rational 
person truly believe that such a 
move could do anything but penal- 
ize the truly “little man” who is 
least able to pay taxes? Who owns 
the majority of property in the City 
of St. Louis, the “little man” or the 
man who is able to pay taxes? Now 
these “little men” may be too poor 
to own much property but all must 
patronize the public utilities in 
some form or other. Not every 
family can own a house, but all 
must have gas to heat or cook with 
and electricity for lights. Many of 
these little people cannot afford to 
own a car so they are forced to 
ride the streetcars and busses. 


Alderman Harris contends that 
the utilities can absorb these tax 
increases without raising rates. This 
is not true. The rates of these 
companies are controlled by the 
State Public Service Commission 
and they allow only as much profit 
as is necessary to encourage péo- 
ple to invest money in these com- 
panies. There are no excess prof- 
its which can be squeezed in order 
to absorb these taxes. There is no 
choice except to increase rates. 


Alderman Harris, as the head of 
a company which controls $450,000 
in real estate, personally stands to 
benefit a great deal from a reduced 
property tax.

A Climate of Censorship 


One lesson from the failure of Vanguard I at 
Cape Canaveral is certainly that a democratic 
government should be frank with its people, 
avoiding unnecessary secrecy as well as blatant 
ballyhoo about public projects. 

Hence it is disappointing to hear that “bureau- 
cratic secrecy attained new heights in Federal 
Government during 1957.” 

This blunt statement opens a report on “Free- 
dom of Information” adopted by the annual con- 
vention of Sigma Delta Chi, professional journal- 
istic fraternity. The report lists 63 cases of 
unwarranted concern for secrecy in government, 
among them these: 

The Journal of Commerce negotiated for 
two years with six agencies to win access to 
export information freely printed prior to 
World War II. 

While an Air Force general told Senators 
he could not announce the size of B-52 
bomber wings, the Secretary of Defense was 
announcing an increase in the size of these 
wings from 30 to 45 planes. 

The Labor Department censored figures 
on military purchases of peanut butter on 
grounds that the news might disclose the 
number of men under arms, but the Defense 
Department issues monthly reports on the 
number in uniform. 

Army Intelligence refused security clear- 
ance for a book on its own development 
though the author, an officer, agreed to 
limit the work to the times of George 
Washington. 

Trevor Gardner, former Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Air Force, was refused security 
clearance for an article on ballistic missiles 
prepared solely from material found in high 
school text books.

This comedy of errors shows how silly an of- 
ficial mania for secrecy can be, but the climate 
of censorship too often deprives the people, their 
press and even their Congress of adequate infor- 
mation on public policy. Secrecy stems from 
three sources. 

One source is President Eisenhower's execu- 
tive order giving 17 federal agencies power to 
censor information in the name of national se- 
curity. The purpose of this order is beyond 
dispute. Nevertheless, the Coolidge Committee 
set up by the Defense Department discovered 
that all the secret documents in that depart- 
ment alone would fill a file drawer 575 miles 
long, and that other agencies had been indulging 
in less justifiable “over-classification.” 

The committee also said that the security sys- 
tem “withholds too much information and too 
much leaks out.” The “leak” to a favored news- 
paper seems to have become a companion for 
the “lid” on information. 

A second source of secrecy is the so-called 
“housekeeping statute.” It was first adopted in 
1789 to permit department heads to control the 
custody and preservation of records; lately it has 
been used simply to hide the records. 

The simplest solution to this problem is an 
amendment sponsored by Senator Hennings of 
Missouri and Congressman Moss of California, 
whose subcommittee has investigated censorship 
problems. Their amendment says: “This section 
does not authorize withholding information... .” 

Finally, Government officials have found al- 
most unlimited excuses for secreting information 
in President Eisenhower's letter ordering the 
Secretary of Defense in 1954 to withhold “confi- 
dential executive business” from the Army-Mc- 
Carthy investigation. 

. * + 

Here the President was on sound grounds 
under the doctrine of separation of powers. But 
it is surprising how much “confidential business” 
his subordinates began to discover, and as the 
Coolidge Committee said, “A subordinate may 
well be severely criticized for permitting sen- 
sitive information to be released, whereas he is 
rarely criticized for over-protecting it.” 

Representative Moss and Senator Hennings 
have proposed a change in the Administrative 

Procedure Act to distinguish between purely 
Executive business and material needed for pub- 
lic record. But this process of definition by 
legislation may be slow and difficult, and in the 
first instance the responsibility for telling the 
public what it should know lies with federal 
officials. They make the decisions on secrecy, 
and they do so against the background of leader- 
ship set in the first instance by the President. 

Mr. Eisenhower has spoken repeatedly of gov- 
ernment “in the light of day.” His assistants 
and their assistants must be made to turn on 
the light before the public can see it.

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Step Toward a Free Bridge 

Both Missouri and Illinois residents of this 
area will welcome the order of Alton City Judge 
I. H. Streeper to lift tolls from the Clark bridge. 
Though an Alton city attorney has obtained a 
20-day delay for an appeal, the judge’s order 
establishes a policy of reason for the Mississippi 
river bridge. | 

The Clark bridge was paid for by a Missouri 
county and turned over to the State of Missouri 
before Alton suddenly began collécting tolls at 
its end more than a year ago. The tolls have 
become unjust and unnecessary. The Missouri 
and Illinois highway departments have reached 
an agreement for joint maintenance of a free 
bridge and for construction of new approaches 
on the Alton side. 

Alton now has nothing to lose by consenting 
to this agreement and its residents would gain 
along with everyone else who crosses the river.

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Baseball Business Item 

In spite of the scrapping of the big leagues’ 
bonus rule, a high-schooler who pitches a no- 
hitter—with a scout in the bleachers—need not 
moan that he was born too late. Chances are 
as good as ever—maybe better—that a team 
which puts out non-bouncing checks may draw 
one in his favor. game well played for South- 
west or Beaumont still can be worth more money 
from the Yankees or the Cardinals than a few 
years of toil. 

Nor have the diamond moguls carried balm to 
game-winning stars who came up the hard way, 
and who are irked when a youngster gets, say, 
$50,000 for his best handwriting on the dotted 
line. The front-office men have tried only to 
make it easier to increase bench strength. No 
longer must they keep a bonus baby on the ros- 
ter a few years before sending him to Scranton, 
Pa., to learn what he is supposed to be good at. 
Unless he was a Von McDaniel, ready for a regu- 
lar spot in the line-up, such a youngster under 
the old rule just deprived a team of, say, a good 
pinch-hitter. Thus baseball's have-nots tried to 
induce their wealthy business associates to think 
twice before grabbing all the talent in sight. 

Henceforth youngsters may be sent promptly 
to Omaha for daily workouts. Farms may be 
heavily planted with promising seedlings which 
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cannot be cultivated in the big ball-yard. This 
cannot hurt the babies, and it cannot hurt teams 
with hefty bank accounts. Maybe the have-nots 
are relying on the player draft. Maybe they 
have concluded that a rule cannot offset a check- 
book. Only two things seem certain: 1) It never 
hurts to be the Yankees; and 2) Frank Lane will 
not abandon his system of building teams not 
by training, but by trading. 
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Another Mideast Struggle 


Arab resentment of Israel and Russia's attempt 
to turn Syria and Egypt into semi-satellites no 
longer are the only struggles besetting the Mid- 
die East. There is an “oil war” in the making 
which could be quite troublesome—especially 
since it represents internecine competition among 
partners in the anti-Communist alliance. 

Japanese interests have been negotiating with 
Saudi Arabia for an oil-drilling concession. Re- 
cent reports of an agreement seem premature. 
Yet British and American oil companies are con- 
cerned over the Japanese offer of 56 per cent 
of the profits to Saudi Arabia. Further, the 
Japapese are reported to be willing to split 
profits up to the point at which the fuel is 
pumped into the consumer’s tank. 

Aramco, the American syndicate, disturbed 
the British by offering the Arabs a 50-50 split 
some years ago, but it follows the British pat- 
tern of dividing profits on oil only in the form 
in which it leaves Arabian territory. This is the 
ace which the Japanese seek to trump. 

Earlier an Italian company, controlled by the 
government in Rome, approached Iranian au- 
thorities and offered a 75-25 split. Relatively 
little publicity has been given to details, but it 
is believed that an agreement on those terms 
was signed Sept. 23. The Italians have been 
criticized since by both Aramco and Anglo- 
Iranian on the ground that they made their high 
offer on a well proved field—thus avoiding the 
expenses and the disappointments connected 
with exploration—and that, in doing so, they en- 
couraged the Arabs to make stiffer demands in 
areas not so obviously .profitable. 

Obviously the Italians and the Japanese are 
eager to acquire petroleum sources independently, 
and they are seeking these by the conventional 
device of outbidding the established firms. To 
this there can be no objection—whether the 
Japanese and the Italians believe they can make 
up the high original price by economies in the 
processing of petroleum, or whether they feel 
that oil is worth the higher price to them. 

Yet both Rome and Tokyo should ask them- 
selves whether they are acting prudently. After 
all, they will gain little if they make oil inor- 
dinately expensive for consumers at home. The 
Arabs, of course, cannot be blamed for getting 
as much as they can for the “black gold” which 
Europeans found under their sand. 
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Help for the County’s Handicapped 

St. Louis county voters will decide tomorrow 
whether to create a special school district to 
serve that area’s 2000 or so mentally and phy- 
sically handicapped children. In our judgment 
the case for the new district has been conclu- 
sively established. 

The need is very real. While many of the 
county’s 29 regular school districts provide some 
training for the less severely retarded, no facili- 
ties are available for the severely retarded, for 
the blind, the deaf or the orthopedically handi- 
capped. These youngsters have a right to train- 
ing and education as befits their abilities, and 
the community is responsible for seeing that 
they get it.. The single district device is the 
most efficient method of meeting the need. 

The cost of the proposed district would be 
extremely modest, the operating levy being lim- 
ited to 10 cents. For the householder whose 
property is assessed at $5000, this would 
amount to 41 cents a month at most. Polling 
places, in the same locations as in a regular 
school election, will be open from 6 a.m. to 7 
p.m. A simple majority of Yes votes will give 
the county a facility it badly needs. 
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Away From the Wailing Wall 


Vice President Nixon said what very much 
needed to be said about the failure of Van- 
guard. He advised Americans to leave off wail- 
ing, defeatism and self-deprécation, and get 
on with the job of surmounting our shortcom- 
ings in missile development. 

There is no question that the nation has suf- 
fered a severe blow to its pride. But in part 
the blow is so severe because in this instance 
pride was not justified by tangible accomplish- 
ment. We have grown accustomed to thinking 
that supremacy with us fs automatic, and a talent 
for préss-agentry feeds the illusion. But the 
truth is that in rocketry and the related scien- 
tifie work on satellites we are second-best. 

Having realistically faced that fact, let us 
now buckle down, as Mr. Nixon urges, to the 
hard work of improving the situation. Let us 
become first-rate in this field as in others— 
for the purpose, not merely of beating the 
Russians, but of realizing the best that is in us. 
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Sedative Words on Dope 

The American Medical Association's report on 
dope addiction should prove valuable in putting 
this highly charged subject back into perspec- 
tive. Two years’ study by the association’s Coun- 
cil on Mental Health has gone into its prepara- 
tion. The council now presents its studied con- 
clusions that addiction is neither as widespread 
nor as vicious as the public and most policemen 
apparently believe. It frowns on the punish- 
ment of addicts. 

There has been an epidemic of hysterical leg- 
islation on the dope traffic in the past two or 
three years. Some of ft has been national. Some 
has been at the state level. Missouri is one of 
the states adversely affected, with new laws on 
our statute books that make drug. addiction a 
felony, and a harsher schedule of punishments. 

This hysteria has been provoked by sensation- 
alized accounts of dope addiction and its role in 
crime. The stringent new laws that have en- 
sued have enabled emotionally-overcharged per- 
sons ‘to vent their anger, but done less than 
nothing to deal with the dope problem. Actually 
they are likely to make it worse; for experience 
has shown that too-harsh laws cannot be well- 
enforced and are apt to miss the big offenders 
entirely while concentrating on small fry. 

The dope problem needs not the most violent 
anger, but the calmest thought. If the report 
by the A.M.A. council can exert a sedative ef- 
fect on the overwrought response that has been 
given to date, perhaps more realistic legislation 
will result. There may also result an attitude 
among the police and the courts that narcotics 
addicts should be treated as what they are— 
mentally ill individuals. 
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We sympathize with King Mohammed V of 
Morocco for cancelling his trip to Niagara Falls 
because he was “awfully tired.” But if people 
start behaving that way, whatever's to become 
of tourism?

Obviously the 
firm dictatorship 
of Gen. Perez Jime- 
nez likes to do its 
shopping in our 
supermarket, and it - 
may be rude to 
carp at the political 
morals ‘of such a 
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great and good 
friend. But they are Perez Jimenez 
deplorable. 


Not only does Perez Jimenez offend 
the people of the Western Hemisphere 
by harboring the ex-tyrant of Argen- 
tina, Juan Peron, and permitting him 
to work from Caracas against the 
struggling free government of the Ar- 
gentine. Now he has told his own 
people, even as Americans were going 
to the polls in an off-year election, 
that they cannot have the free election 
he promised them for Dec. 15 and can 
only vote for or against him, in pub- 
lic. 

Five years ago, four out of five 
Venezuelans voted against Perez Jim- 


government for 6,000,000 Venezuelans. 
They are just too ready for it. The 
man in the saddle can’t even trust 
them with a rigged secret election any 
more, for they would be too likely to 
unhorse him. 

The United States, warmly cultivat- 
ing one Venezuelan who can’t last 
forever, may well be offending the 
whole nation he ruthlessly dominates. 

In another maneuver by Perez Jim- 
enez, the dictator succeeded in making 
the United States look like a cheap- 
skate before the Latin Americans. At 
the presidents’ conference in Panama 
last year he had tried to create a hem- 
ispheric development fund, to which 
he would donate $30,000,000 if other 
countries would contribute 3.75 per 
cent of their national budget. The 
United States immediately balked at 
such a high ante. So did others. 

So now Venezuela announces she 
will operate her own foreign aid pro- 
gram for Latin America. Ecuador will 
be the first beneficiary, and get some 
$15,000,000 for roads, irrigation, har- 
bor improvement and low cost hous- 
ing. Paraguay and Haiti will come 
next, possibly followed by Bolivia and 
Colombia. Much of the work will be 
done by Venezuelan engineers and 
contracting companies with Venezue- 
lan equipment. 

In Venezuela, as in the United 
States, many a hard-pressed citizen 
will feel that the charity of aid should 
begin at home. But in Venezuela, un- 
like here, they will not dare mutter 
about it. 


Presenting the 1960 Nixon

While behind closed doors and

Pharmaceutical Fray 


THE BLUE CHIPS, by Jay Deiss. (Simon 
and Schuster, 373 pgs., $4.50.) 


The truth-seekers and the money- 
seekers collide head-on on Jay Deiss’s 
first novel, a crackler. Young Dr. 
Winslow is caught in the middle be- 
tween the test-tubers and the divi- 
denders of a giant pharmaceutical 
firm named Faber-King. Will Winslow 
preserve his precious scientific ob- 
jectivity or will he succumb to the 
cigar-smoking stock-splitters? 

Most of our hero’s problems con 
cern certain reluctant bacteria that 
have multiplied into a maybe-wonder 
drug named Multicillin. His situation 
is further complicated by two women 
whose natures are as divergent as his 
own several impulses, Dr. Abby. Park- 
er, true-blue, and Diana Herbert, all 
glitter no gold. 

Abby is antibiotic to loneliness. Di- 
ana is toxic to self-respect. Winslow’s 
upward quest for wealth and glory 

’ and his resultant 
fall to neurotic self- 
destruction are 
most obviously ap- 
proached in fiction 
by Budd Schul- 
% berg’s “Sammy.” 

But whereas 
“Sammy” runs sin- 
gle-mindedly in one 
fatal direction, 
Winslow’s course is 
marked by several 
self-inflicted de- 
tours which change 
the route, if not 
the ultimate desti- 
nation, of his com- 
pulsive journey. In a world of con- 
flicts and contradictions, this seems 
the more likely human course in a 
quest for elusive glory. 


Thus Winslow’s struggle personifies, 
within a single tight focus, one pos- 
sible contradiction in the American 
dream, that resulting from the oppo- 
sition between “power over men” and 
*‘power over nature,” or, more simply, 
between money and truth. 

Author Deiss leaves little to chance. 
He develops Winslow’s behavior as a 
direct and inevitable outgrowth of his 
childhood experiences. Abby Parker 
is a Similarly inevitable product of her 
own early environment. These lovers 
meet mid-point, but traveling in op- 
posite directions. 

Deiss’s psycho-analytic background 
is here and elsewhere evident and 
serves him well. It also suggests that 
such background is becoming more 
and more a prerequisite for fiction 
which intends faithful representation 
of human behavior. 


Since Hawley, Marquand and Chay- 
evsky began to explore the world of 
Big Business, an exciting new fictional 
vista has opened up for the reading 
public. Jay Deiss’s novel occupies a 
circumscribed segment of this same 
area, that associated with modern med- 
ical miracles. 

Deiss will not rake in a large “pot” 
of literary awards with “The Blue 
Chips” because of the “popular” qual- 
ity of its delivery. One cannot, how- 
ever, question his forthright honesty, 
nor diminish the direct impact waa 
which he challenges a weakness per- 
ceived in the grand American scheme.

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Seven Basic Reasons 
Why Child Misbehaves 


vr By Louis Cassels 
(First of 2 Series.) 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (UP). 

THERE ARE seven reasons why children misbehave. 

If you understand these reasons, you can head off 
many disciplinary problems before they arise. And you 
can cope intelligently with those you cannot prevent, 

This advice comes from Dr. Fritz Redl, chief of the 
laboratory for child research at the National Institute of 
Mental Health. Redl, one of the world’s foremost psy- 
Chologists, is particularly noted for his research on the 
behavior problems of normal and disturbed children. 

Wise discipline, Red! said in an interview, begins with 
the realization that there is “no nice pat theory, no sim- 
ple rule of thumb” that you can apply to every instance 
of misbehavior. 

Some parents seem to regard all misbehavior as a 
“harmless phase of development” to be ignored until the 
child “grows out of it.” Others go to the opposite ex- 
treme. They treat all misbehavior as a rebellion against 
authority which must be stamped out with stern punitive 
measures. 

“All such generalizations are poison,” Red! 
said. “Misbehavior is not all alike. It can't be 
handled in the same way. There are times when « 
child needs to be punished—and times when pun- 
ishment does more harm than good. 

“When your child acts up, ask yourself, “Why 
did he do that? What's behind this misbehavier? 
What does it mean to him?’ Figuring out the 
meaning of a child’s misbehavior doesn't require 
a degree in psychology, all it requires is a little 
thought, « little common sense, and a willingness 
to leok a few inches below the surface of a child's 
annoying conduct to find out what prompted it. 
Then you will know how to handle it.” 

Here are the seven basic reasons for misbehavior 
listed by Red): 

a SOME OBJECTS and places cast an “almost hypnotic 
spel?’ over children. This is true of older children as 
well as the very young toddler who grabs for an object 
left on a low table. To the normal child of 6, 8 or even 
10, “a pair of scissors says ‘cut with me’ and a hammer 


says “Hit with me.’ A big echoing room, like an art 
museum, whispers ‘Run and shout in me.” 

Parents should recognize the “seductiveness of gadgets 
and spaces” for their young, and try to protect them from 
“temptations which they may not be able to resist even 
under threat of dire punishment.” 

» CHILDREN are “extremely susceptible to the Influ- 
ence of other people's behavior.”

CHRISTMAS is just around 
the corner, and so is the gyp 
artist. He is lying in wait-for 
the unwary, the gullible and 
the bleeding hearts. Not to 
mention the mildly avaricious 
who will buy just about any- 
thing if they think they're get- 
ting it for a fraction of its 
true value. 

The gyp artists are always 
with us. But, the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau will tell you, they 
are never happier nor more 
active than during the pre- 
Christmas season. They can 
hardly wait for Christmas to 
come. 

People are filled with the 
spirit of giving, and an anony- 
mous voice on the telephone 
telling them of the fund to 
build better homes for starv- 
ing cats will have them reach- 
ing for their checkbooks. 

Or papa, his Christmas sav- 
ings money burning a hole in 
his pocket, stops at the tavern 
for a glass of beer. Up sidles 
a character who shows him a 
bottle of alleged Chanel No. 
5, or maybe a “genuine” mink 
stole, which he can buy for @ 
fraction of its real value. Papa's 
no fool. He knows a bargain 
when he sees one. 

Then there are the advertise- 
ments, found in certain types 
of magazines, which offer 100 
Christmas tree ornaments for 
$1. Or 100 toys for a dollar. 
There'll be a hundred of them 
all right, but the buyer is in 
for something of a shock when 
he opens the box. 

Already the perfume racket 
has made its seasonal appear- 
ance in St. Louis, according 
to William C. Rosenbaum, an 
official of the Better Business 
Bureau. Reports have come in 
from druggists and others that 
$20 bottles of faked Chanel 
No, 5 are being peddled around 
town for $3.50. 

The perfume deal is one of 
the oldest, Rosenbaum said, 
and the peddiler operates in 
one of two ways. Either he 
buys some of the genuine 
article and then puts a drop 
or so in a bottle of alcohol and 
water, or else he cooks up his 
own. He buys bottles and 
labels, and he's In business. 

Sometimes the perfume art- 
ists manufacture their own 
brand. They may call it some- 
thing like “Parisian Passion,” 
and then buy an advertisement 
in a magazine. The advertise- 
ment will show a beautiful

> SOME CONDUCT that parents find very annoring— 
fo? example, the “emancipation acrobatics” of the teen- 
eger—is a “waste by-product of normal development.” The 
parent must set limits and enforce them, but he should 
also remember that “growing up is a process of finding 
things out the hard way and necessarily involves a ict of 
_ foolishness.” 
>—ANY CHILD will misbehave if he is “frustrated too 
Ipng in any normal need.” Moving around, making a little 
doise and letting off steam is a norma] need. That's why 
a child who is cooped up in a car for a long trip, or 
who has to mind his manners through a long company 
dinner, often goes off the gold standard with a vengeance. 
VIOB may be a child's way of communicat- 
iug” normal worries or troubles that he can't put into 
words. For example, a child who is jealous of a newborn

brother often bids for parental attention by acting like a 
baby himself. Punishing a child for “acting out” his 
feelings tn this way usually worsens the trouble. Instead, 
“let him know that you are getting his signal and are 
ready to help him.” 

WHEN A CHILD is under heavy strain, or is con- 
fronted with demands that he cannot meet, he may re- 
sort to misbehavior as a gesture of “psychological self- 
preservation.” Being “bad” helps him to live with his 
own inner tensivns. It's a safety-valve for him and a 
warning to you to ease the pressure on him. 

SOMETIMES MISBEHAVIOR is a symptom of real 
emotion illness—neurotic fears, anxieties and conflicts 
that are far below the level of the child’s own conscious- 
ness. Unlike the other six kinds of “normal” misbehavior, 
this is potentially serious. It may require professional 
help.

They'll Do It Every Time 


One of the biggest holiday 
mail order rackets deals with 
Christmas ornaments. Glowing 
ads offer dozens of sparkling 
Christmas tree ornaments for 
$1. When they arrive they 
turn out to be flat, cardboard 
cut-outs with a little luminous 
paint on them. 


Then, too, there is the mer- 
chandise that never arrives. A 
few years ago the bureau was 
swamped with calls from irate 
St. Louisans who had ordered 
and sent checks for dolls ad- 
vertised as a great Christmas 
bargain by an out-of-town con- 
cern. No dolls arrived, and an 
investigation revealed that the 
promoters of the scheme had 
decamped. 


RIGHT NOW St. Louisans 
are being deluged with unor- 
dered merchandise from three 
different sources. One is an 
organization for asthmatic chil- 
dren, which is sending out little 
stickers with the receiver's 
name and address on them. 
With {it comes a plea which 
starts out: “A child who suffers 
from asthma lives in a world 
apart. No running, laughing or 
playing ...” 


A check by the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau here reveals that 
there is such an organization. 
It has a school in which 40 
children are enrolled. Some 36 
per cent of the money raised 
goes to the school, the rest to 
professional fund-raising or- 
ganizations in Chicago, who, at 
the last report, kept nearly 
$116,000 for their services. 
After its own administrative 
costs were paid, the foundation 
had some 11 per cent left to 
help asthmatic children. 

An organization which calls 
itself the National Association 
of Veterans’ Employment Coun- 
cils, in Washington, D.C., has 
sent a lot of St. Louisans ball 
point pens, accompanied by a

Last year, close on the heels 
of the Hungarian crisis, crooks 
made a tidy sum in St. Louis 
asking for money for Hungar- 
ian refugees. 


SINCE 1937 the city of St. 
Louis has had an ordinance re- 
quiring all charity solicitors to 
carry a permit. The permits 
are issued by the Charity So- 
licitation Committee, headed 
by Mrs. Edward Brungard, di- 
rector of public welfare. Legi- 
timate solicitors will be glad 
to show their credentials, s0, 
the Bureau suggests, don’t be 
hesitant to ask to see them. 


As a final warning, Christ- 
mas is also a popular season 
for pickpockets and purse- 
snatchers. The National Bet- 
ter Business Bureau has sug- 
gested that women shoppers 
refrain from displaying large 
sums of money, keep their 
wallets deep in the recesses 
of their handbags and keep 
a tight hold on the handbag.

Eleanor Roosevelt 
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Need for a Nuclear Army 


NEW YORK. 


A NEWSPAPER in Minne- 
apolis, from where I have just 
returned, reported that “Presi- 
dent Eisenhower attempted to 


work out with Republican legis- 


lative leaders on Wednesday 
an austerity program on do- 
mestic spending so that more 
funds can be devoted to mis- 
sile production and other mili- 
tary needs.” 


I think the Administration 
needs a little creative think- 
ing. Military needs are not the 
same as they were two years 
ago. We need to look at what 
the future probably will hold, 
particularly what the probable 
policies of Russia will be. Then 
we need to think out new pro- 
grams for defense, facing real- 
istically the problems of what 
the demands upon us likely 
will be then. 

We are still behaving as if 
old ideas and old ways are 
all we need when actually 
what we need is something 
entirely new. What about 
recognizing the fact that our 
atomic weapons are the part 
of our defense upon which 
we depend for prevention of 
war with the Soviet Union 
and that in these we must 
keep the balance even? 

We need not increase them 
so much that the Soviets will 
be forced to feel we are pre- 
paring for aggression nor fall 
so far behind that Russia will 
attempt to bring us to our 
knees in one swift blow at our 
mainland. A _ balance of 
strength is what we need in 
this area. 


THIS MEANS that we now 
need an army that is small and 
mobile yet made up of men 
who, once they are trained, 
will continue to be available. 
This is their career. 


— 
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We want no more investing 
in aircraft pilots over a period 
of three years and then letting 
them go. This is wasteful and 
not economical. But if men 
are going to make a career in 
this nuclear army it must be 
made worth their while—not 
only in the present but in the 
future. 

The training for this need 
not interfere with a young 
man’s life work. Six months 
will do the trick, with two 
weeks a year to keep up to 
date. 

A trained citizenry certainly 
will have value, and as we 
move in this direction we may 
well be led to see the need of 
a better medical program for 
the country as a whole, planned 
by our doctors who so far have 
ae rather coy about sugges- 

ons. 


IN MINNEAPOLIS last week 
my visit began with a success- 
ful press conference attended 
by far more young editors of 
high school papers than by the 
regular press. 

I have been seeing a number 
of students brought over by the 
Field Service Committee, and 
that seems to be a flourishing 
program. As I travel about the 
country, it is interesting what 
can be learned about the ef- 
forts made by different groups 
to increase knowledge and un- 
derstanding.
